Not long ago summer used nod 
be the harvest time for riaping 
baby lives. Now, due to the wider 
spread of the laws of the hygiene 
of babyhood, summer has largely 
lost its terrors. 

Special precautions have to be 
taken during the summer months 
to prevent the spoiling of the ba- 
bies’ foods, and more than the 
usual precautions must be prac- 
ticed to keep the bottle, nipples 
and dishes used for the baby, scru- 
pulously clean. Overfeeding and 
too frequent feéding have to be 
guarded against. There is no doubt 
resistance may be lowered by ex- 
cessive heat, so special attention 
must be paid to keeping the babies 
cool during the hottest part of the 
day, by taking off most of their 
clothes and giving frequent cool 
sponge baths. 

It is wise, too, to dilute their for- 

ulas a little, and with the nursing 
babies, to give a little water before 
the nursing. Just as you need more 
water when it is hot, so do the 
babies, and it should be given to 
them freely between feedings. 

If your baby has a severe diar- 
rhea, you should call your physi- 
clan. I can just give you general 
directions which might have to be 
modified to suit your baby’s case. 

A diarrhea of any type is Na- 
ture’s attempt to rid the intestines 
of irritating matter, so 
or opium in any form that would 
check the diarrhea should not be 
given by the mdéther.

A mechanical diarrhea is due to 
some mechanical irritant and it is 
more frequent during the second 
year of childhood, when babies are 
apt to eat dirt, paper, etc., if they 
are not taught not to put such 
things into their mouths. (They 
can be so taught.) This type of 
diarrhea may also be due to un- 
suitable foods ven at the table. 
Occasionally milk will form very 
hard curds and these will act as 
foreign bodies. If this occurs you 
had better boll the milk three or 
four minutes until the diarrhea’ 


stops. 

There is usually no fever tn the 
mechanical d ea or. if one is 
present, it is not very high, nor 
is there much general weakness at 
this time.
